more rapidly obtained. 

The problem addressed by the present invention can 
consequently be regarded as that of making the 
clamping process faster (see the description, 
page 1, lines 38 ff.). 

4. No such solution is proposed in the available 
prior art. Although document Dl (US-A-5 2 63 802) 
discloses expanding blocks that are screwed onto 
two ends of a threaded shaft, the clamping device 
according to said document is fundamentally 
different in design and purpose from the device 
known from D4 . In consequence, said two documents 
in combination do not lead in an obvious manner to 
the subject matter of claim 1. 

Thus, the solution proposed in claim 1 involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

5 . Claims 2—7 are dependent on claim 1 and, 
therefore, likewise satisfy the requirements of 
the PCT in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
